A Mississauga company owed over 
$200,000 by a Saudi creditor has been 
told not to expect to be paid any time 
soon due to the gulf nation’s ongoing 
diplomatic tiff with Canada. 

“The government will not let their 
banks send a wire to Canada. I don’t 
know if that is true but I know I’m not 
getting paid by my Saudi customers,” 
said Tony Marzilli, President of Tribute 
Window Coverings. 

Marzilli’s company is a global distrib- 
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utor of window-covering supplies in- 
cluding fabrics and hardware used in the 
manufacturing of blinds. He’s been in 
business for 28 years and has never had 
any problems receiving payment from 
this Saudi customer in the past. 

That all changed after the Canadian 
company’s last shipment July 5th to the 
Saudi firm that makes window cover- 
ings. Marzilli’s company delivered goods 
valued at $175,000 USD to the gulf 
country. 
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Before the bill was paid, Canada be- 
came embroiled in a diplomatic row 
with Riyadh over the gulf country’s 
human rights abuses. 

In August, Canada’s Foreign Affairs 
Minister Chrystia Freeland tweeted 
Canada was "gravely concerned" by the 
arrest of Saudi activist Samar Badawi 
and other women's rights campaigners.

They booted the Cana- 
dian ambassador, recalled 
the Saudi envoy to Ot- 
tawa, suspended the Saudi 
state airline flights to 
Toronto, and ended thou- 
sands of Saudi scholarship 
programs in Canada. The 
Trudeau government has 
done nothing in retalia- 
tion. 

Riyadh also froze new 
trade with Canada. 
Marzilli’s company had 
been doing business with 
this Saudi client previ- 
ously, but it appears he 
got caught up in the puni- 
tive trade measures. 

“We've been doing busi- 
ness with some of these 
companies for awhile so I 
tend to believe they are 
being blocked from send- 


ing money. I can’t verify 
that though.” 

The customer’s bank is 
in Saudi Arabia, and 
Marzilli says the country 
has been strictly monitor- 
ing outgoing wire trans- 
fers to Canada. 

Peel Weekly News has 
requested a comment on 
the matter from Canada’s 
Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Chrystia Freeland, but is 
yet to hear back. 

There have been no fur- 
ther developments since 
August, but Marzilli says 
he’s heard Britain may be 
working to mediate a res- 
olution. 

“T understood there was 
some British diplomat or 
envoy trying to negotiate 
or to discuss the matter 
with the Saudi govern- 
ment on Canada’s behalf.” 


Marzilli says the Saudis 
are clearly not as progres- 
sive on their dealings with 
women as Canada but is 
critical of the Trudeau 
government’s lack of tact 
in handling the matter. 

“If you’re doing business 
with them, you know that. 
If you’re in government, 
you know that. I feel it’s 
such a rookie mistake for 
Freeland and PM Justin 
Trudeau for making the 
statement and then back- 
ing up the statement. 
You'd expect more from a 
Canadian government. 
That’s why we have diplo- 
mats, to handle such com- 
ments.” 

The Saudi government 
has demanded an apology 
from Canada for criticiz- 
ing its human rights poli- 
cies. 


It has received none 


thus far.

Assault on mayoralty candidate a “political hitj job”, says Johnston 


An assault by two young 
men on a Mississauga 
mayoralty candidate last 
week was a “political hit 
job”, says Kevin J. John- 
ston, who suffered leg in- 
juries in the attack. 

“Absolutely a political hit 
100 per cent, I blame my 
detractors,” Johnston told 
Peel Weekly News. 

He can’t name the three 
attackers as he didn’t see 
who they were, but says 
members of the political 
“far left” have been follow- 
ing him, ranging in age 
from teens to men in their 
mid 20s. 

The attack, which John- 
ston reported to Peel Po- 
lice, took place the evening 
of Wednesday, Sep. 6 while 
he was putting up election 
signs on the southeast cor- 
ner of Creditview and 
Eglinton. 

“When I was placing a 
sign up, a couple of kids 
under 25 years. old, 
knocked the ladder over 
and I went down. It was 


about an eight foot fall. 

When I landed, because of 
a previous knee injury, the 
bones smashed together in 
the knee and I rolled 
around the ground a bit. 
Man, I was in pain.” 

Johnston is able to walk 
with the help of a leg brace 
and the use of a cane. His 
leg is swollen, but an MRI 
showed no breaks or tears 
in his ACL (anterior cruci- 
ate ligament), a common 
knee injury. 

He was treated in hospi- 
tal and expects it will take 
six weeks for the injury to 
heal. 

“T filed a complaint with 
police but it’s the same 
story, they knocked the lat- 
ter. I’m on the ground. All 
I saw was three bodies run- 
ning on my way down. 
After that, all I remember 
is rolling around on the 
sidewalk, in pain. There 
was no way for me to chase 
them, no way for me to 
catch them.” 

“T account for this be-

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cause we have an unusual 
divide in our society. The 
extreme left is always will- 
ing to utilize violence and 
rotten tactics. The problem 
is they're not sure what 
they want. All they see is 
Kevin J. Johnston telling 
the truth about their soci- 
ety. They instantaneously 
see an an enemy. This is 
what (leftist protest group) 
Antifa did to me in Ottawa 
in 2017 and I had to fight 
them off. They cracked my 
wrist with a weapon and 
split my ear in half, which 
a plastic surgeon had to 
put back together. They 
felt they did a good thing 
for the country. This is the 
way the left thinks.” 

Johnston says universi- 
ties and other educational 
institutions are encourag- 
ing violence, an attitude 
seen in attacks against 
freedom of speech on cam- 
pus. 

“There is no civil dis- 
course anymore. There’s 
just ‘we disagree with you, 


our feelings are hurt so we 
will hurt you anyway we 
can.’ 

Johnston says he’s been 
repeatedly — vandalized, 
having had his tires 
slashed, his vehicle wind- 
shield smashed and _ his 
fuel lines cut. 

“People are going to con- 
tinue attacking me because 
I represent what frightens 
them. What that means is 
I represent logic and rea- 
son. I’m not interested in 
people’s_ feelings when 
their feelings lead them to 
do rotten things and lead 
them to hurting an entire 
society.” 

Johnston is facing 
charges of wilful promo- 
tion of hatred he claims, 
were the result of politi- 
cally motivated complaints 
from rivals. 

He says he expects the 
charges to be dropped for 
lack of evidence in the 
weeks ahead.

We replay the facts of the 
events over and over in our 
minds sometimes to our own 
detriment. We question our 
own behaviour. We ask our- 
selves if we could’ve handled 
things differently. We seek the 
counsel of loved ones and 
trusted friends, professionals. 

In the case of Christine 
Blasey Ford, little if any of 
what one might consider con- 
ventional wisdom applies. 

All we know is, according to 
her, Kavanaugh attacked her 
in the 1980s somewhere in the 
state of Maryland. 

That’s pretty much it. She 
can’t even narrow it down to 
the county. 

Interviewer -- “So if I may 
summarize, you were the al- 
leged target of attempted rape 
by one Brett Kavanaugh 
sometime in the 1980s, some- 
where in Maryland, which you 
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have no physical evidence for 
or medical reports and you did 
not report the events to the 
police, a medical practitioner, 
your friends or your family. 
What exactly do you remem- 
ber of this event?” 

Ford — “Kavanaugh jumped 
on me and tried to rape me. I 
was scared for my life.” 

So, we are led to believe 
she’s been harbouring this se- 
cret pain for over 36 years 
waiting to go public at just the 
right time. The Democrats 
managed to turn the lack of 
detail in Ford’s testimony to 
their advantage. 

In fact, the testimony ap- 
pears designed to do just that.

More than 200,000 feet of 
closed loop piping will be in- 
stalled via a series of holes 
drilled 600 vertical feet 
down into the earthto help 
generate geothermal 
(ground source) energy, 
which will be used to power 
the development’s heating, 
cooling and water heating 
capabilities. 

Representatives from 
Verve Senior Living, which 
is developing the property, 
said that the property is the 
biggest they’ve developed to

“A lot has changed over 
the last 40 years that we 
have been building commu- 
nities and serving seniors in 
Canada. We believe that 
today’s senior wants to live 
in integrated communities 
with roots that tie them to 
the places they know,” said 
Verve development plan-

“This is the largest com- 
munity we have built to date 
and we are excited to see 
this project break ground 
and thrilled to be bringing 
this level of service and de- 
sign to the Port Credit area.” 

The development is 


planned to be a landmark 
for both Verve and the city, 
as less than 5% of the mar- 
ket is utilizing geothermal 
power as a sustainable en- 
ergy source. 

The first phase of the de- 

— 


velopment will see the con- 
struction of 16 condo- 
minium townhomes, 
complete with four special- 
ized households that will 
provide enhanced support 
to seniors living with physi- 
cal frailties and dementia. 

The project, including the 
two eight-storey buildings, 
is planned to be completed 
by 2021.

Maple Leaf Foods boosts market share with acquisition

Maple Leaf Foods Inc., a 
major meat processor 


headquartered in Missis- 
sauga, has signed an agree- 
ment to purchase a market 
leader in the dry and cured 
meat sector for more than 
$215 million. 

The company, based on 
Financial Dr. in the Mead- 
owvale section of northern 
Mississauga, says an 
agreement was inked on 
Monday to purchase VIAU 
Foods, which processes 
dry, cured and charceu- 
terie meats. The $215 mil- 
lion purchase price 
includes $30 million in 
Maple Leaf stock and is ex- 
pected to boost the com- 
pany’s margin expansion 
over time. 

Acquiring VIAU will 
bring a portfolio of leading 
brands and manufacturing 
assets into the Maple Leaf 
fold, said president/CEO 
Michael McCain during the 
announcement on Mon- 
day. 

"This 


acquisition ex- 


pands Maple Leaf's posi- 
tion in the growing market 
for premium dry cured and 
pepperoni meat products,” 
McCain said. 

“Tt also enables VIAU to 
expand its portfolio to in- 
clude raised without an- 
tibiotic products, 
leveraging Maple Leaf's 
leadership in this growing 
market." 

VIAU, which was estab- 
lished in 1977, produces a 
number of prepared meat 
products including 
sausages and shaved steak, 
and is the Canadian mar- 
ket leader in cooked and 
dry-cured pepperoni. 

The company also pro- 
duces a range of gourmet 
deli and premium charcu- 
terie products including 
salametti, capicollo, 
pancetta and sliced 
chorizo. Its products are 
supplied to the North 
American foodservice in- 
dustry, and marketed 
through retailers across 
Canada. 


"It is with great pride 
that we join the Maple Leaf 
family," said VIAU presi- 


dent/CEO Pat De Marco. 
“The resources that Maple 
Leaf brings will allow us to 


more quickly grow our 
business, provide addi- 
tional product offerings to 


our customers, make fur- 
ther inroads into the U.S. 
market, and provide more 
yee to our peo- 

e." 

VIAU employs approxi- 
mately 470 people at two 
facilities located in Quebec 
(Montreal and Laval). 

The transaction will be 
financed through a combi- 
nation of cash-on-hand 
and drawings under Maple 
Leaf's existing credit facil- 
ity and is expected to close 
in December, subject to 
regulatory review. 

Maple Leaf Foods is a 
leading consumer meat 
company, making products 
under national brands in- 


cluding Maple Leaf, 
Schneiders, Mina and 
Lightlife. The company 


employs 11,500 people and 
operates in Canada, the 
U.S. and Asia. 

In Mississauga, Maple 
Leaf is one of the Peel city's 
biggest private sector em- 
ployers, with more than 
1,000 workers.

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New production hub boosts profile for city 


The glamour of Tinsel- 
town is making its way to 
Mississauga, via a new 
aerate hub that will 

e built within the city 
limits. 

Representatives from 
CBS Film and Television 
Studios announced 
Thursday that a 260,000 
square-foot studio is set 
to be erected in Missis- 
sauga to help meet what 
they say is a “growing de- 
mand” for new shows. 

The new facility, which 
will be located on Mathe- 
son Boulevard near Dixie 


Road, will host six 
soundstages . 
The move is part of a 


push by the studio to ex- 
pand their regional pres- 
ence into Canada, 
following moves by other 
production studios like 
Pinewood and Cinespace 
to invest in the Greater 
Toronto Area. 

In a statement, CBS 
Television Studios presi- 


dent David Stapf said 
said that the studio has a 
strong production_ his- 
tory in Canada, and that 
the location offers unique 
develoment opportuni- 
ties. 

“The Toronto area 
specifically has provided 
our series with diverse 
and arene locations 
as well as production in- 
frastructure and craft ex- 
aa that cannot easily 

e found,” Stapf said. 

Talks for the new loca- 
tion began last year, 
when producers Frank 
Siracusa and John Weber 
decided to investigate 
new locations for an ad- 
ditional facility and ap- 
proached Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
with a proposal. 

Working with the city’s 
Planning and Economic 
Development Office, the 
studio secured the neces- 
sary approvals to open 
the new site, which was 


formerly occupied by 
Kraft Canada. 

“(This studio is) the 
first one of its kind in our 
City and a major invest- 
ment for this industry, 
said Crombie Thurs al 
afternoon. “CBS will 
bring more highly-skilled 
jobs to our City and make 
us an international desti- 
nation for film and televi- 
sion.” 

The city already hosts 
more than 90,000 busi- 
nesses representing a 
wide array of sectors, in- 
cluding advanced manu- 
facturing, food and 
beverage and life sci- 
ences companies.

Local businesses are second Community Safety Pledge 
home for Bolton residents ? 


For Jimmy Pountney, who owns Innovation 
the Salon, and Luci Verdile, who owns Creative 
F-X, both in Bolton, the two entrepreneurs 
have been dedicated and passionate about their 
work and commitment to the community for 
many years. Both business owners recently 
spoke about their history and involvement in 
the downtown Bolton area. 


How did you start your business? 


Luci: I was a client of Jim’s (he was my hair- 
dresser at the time), and I was also going to an 
aesthetics school in those days. I confidently 
proposed that we could work together when I 
was done with my courses. Jimmy asked me to 
call him when I was done, and I did. That is 
how the business started. Jimmy and I opened 
our first location in the Courtyards in the 
Bolton core about 20 years ago. 

Jimmy: I always wanted to open my own 
business. As a teen in Streetsville, I was work- 
ing at a pet store and the same owner also 
owned a hair salon. He would often leave me in 
charge of the place and would come in at clos- 
ing time. That was the time period during 
which I learnt how to run a business with a 
sense of responsibility. Cutting hair is one thing 
and operating a business is a completely differ- 
ent thing. You may have a certain skill set for a 
trade and not have the same acumen for run- 
ning a business. 


What advice would you give to someone 
who wants to start their own business? 


Luci: I would say take advantage of appren- 
ticeships, work for different people, build a 


clientele and gain experience. It’s hard in the 
beginning but our clients shared our services 
and location information. It takes time to build 
the financial security, but perseverance and de- 
termination is necessary. Be patient, it takes 
time. 

Jimmy: If you are in a trade environment, as 
an apprentice, don’t stay at one place. Absorb 
as much as you can absorb from one place and 
move on. Whether it’s plumbing, electrical, 
hair, no matter what kind of trade you are in, 
find a place to work that the owner is present. 
Why? Because an owner is going to care about 
their business, care about the name they have 
established. 


What are the benefits of owning your own 
business? 


Luci: You get to put your personal touch in 
everything. Having your own business also 
gives you the creative liberty. 


Why Bolton... 


Luci: I moved to Bolton in 1984 and I have 
watched it grow to what it is today. There has 
been so much growth and development. 

Jimmy: Caledon is unique because it is a 
merger of country and urban life. It’s important 
for my business to have that variance. Working 
and living in the same environment is fantastic. 
Ihave worked in other areas too, but my heart 
is in Bolton. That’s why I came back and stayed.

Peel school board highlights Indigenous 
school experience with Orange Shirt Day

The history and legacy of 
residential schools will be 
acknowledged during a new 
initiative taking place in Peel 
worksites and schools this 
month. 

Dubbed "Orange Shirt 
Day", the initiative will run 
all day tomorrow (Oct. 4), 
and will involve students 
and staff in Peel schools 
wearing orange shirts to 
highlight the history of the 
Indigenous experience in 
residential schools, via re- 
sources and events. 

Throughout the region, 
various schools will hold 
their own activities to recog- 
nize the initiative, including 
a presentation from Anishi- 
naabe knowledge keeper 
Kim Wheatley and a school- 
wide assembly at Homestead 
Public School in Brampton, 
and rock-painting for a "Rec- 
onciliation Garden" at The 
Woodlands School in Missis- 
sauga. 

First launched in 2013 in 
Williams Lake, Orange Shirt 
Day began when six-year-old 
Phyllis Webstad, a member 
of the Stswecem'c Xgat'tem 
First Nation tribe, was 
forced to give her new or- 
ange shirt taken on the first 
day of school at the St. 
Joseph Mission resident 


school in Williams Lake, 
British Columbia. 

"Orange Shirt Day is a time 
for all of us to reflect on the 
impact of Canada's history 
on Indigenous Peoples and 
to recognize their strength 
and resilience," says Peter 


Joshua, director of educa- 
tion. "A focus on Indigenous 
education and relearning 
Canadian history through a 
more comprehensive settler 
colonial and Indigenous per- 
spective is an important 
component of the Board's 


Plan for Student Success and 
working towards the Truth 
and Reconciliation Commis- 
sion of Canada's Calls to Ac- 
tion."
